HARD: REFORM 
BILLS WANTED 


Liberal Leader Indulges 
’ In Sharp Attack In 


House 
OTTAWA, Jan. 29.—Every item in 
the government's social and indus- 
trial reform program will be intro- 
duced in parliament this session, 
minister of justice Hugh Guthrie 
promised in the House of Commons 
Monday. “And I think I am safe 
in saying, will be enacted by par- 
liament at this session,” he added, 
amid enthusiastic desk-pounding by 

Conservative members. 

In a sudden and dramatic move 
at the end of a long day, Liberal 
leader Mackenzie King made 
another attempt to sidetrack min- 
or legislation and money votes to 
leave the road unimpeded for the 
reform measures. en the gov- 
ernment, having exhausted pri- 
vate members’ motions, moved to 
consider supply, the Liberal lead- 
er proposed an amendment. He 
suggested “the immediate consid- 
eration of present conditions of 
unemployment and the introduc- 
tion of measure of social and 
industrial reform” was more im- 
portant than routine and minor 
legislation. 


PLEDGES SUPPORT 

Once again the Liberal Jeade: 
pledged his party's co-operation in 
speeding up the reform legislation 
| which he said the people of Canada 
were most concerned about and 
which it was the main duty of par- 
liament to consider. 
| It was futile to consider money 
| votes while the reform legislation 
|remained in the background and “I 
do not think the public should be 
| humbugged regarding any of this 
| legislation.” 


SHARP DEBATE 

The Liberal leader's sudden move 
| opened the first sharp political de- 
| bate of the session and probably 
| will result in the first division. At 
| the 11 o'clock adjournment hour, it 
|was still under consideration. In 
| contrast, the rest of the day, devot- 
ed to private members’ legislation, 
was drab and colorless. 

The government, said the minis- 
| ter of justice, could not be accused 
of delaying the reform legislation 
The first bill, establishing unem- 
ployment insurance, would be in- 
troduced today and others would 
| follow as quickly as possible. Can- 
sidering the fact parliament only 
opened a week ago, this was a re- 
markable record. 


SPEED PROMISED 

All haste would be employed in 
submitting the measure to the 
House, Mr. Guthrie promised, add- 
| ing the Libera] leader's plea “did 
not ring true’ when he demanded 
more speed, ‘ 

My. King said that in the address 
debate, the Liberals withdrew after 
his own speech and since then had 
done everything to speed up the 
house procedure so the reforms 
| could be introduced, 


“REFORMS” WANTED 


The Liberal leader read a list of 

government measures which had 
been introduced this session and 
passed two or three stages. It was 
the reform legislation “which the 
people of this country are more 
concerned about and greatly con- 
cerned about.” 
_ It had heen the government's pol- 
icy in the past to leave until the 
end of the session ali discussion of 
relief measures, continued Mr. 
King. This resulted in little or no 
discussion of the real problems of 
the day. 

“We should not allow that to hap- 
pen again,” said Mr. King, turning 
to his followers. “We should ask 
that these all-important matters 
| Saouiet be proceeded with immedi- 
ately.” 


MOST IMPORTANT BILLS 


Since parliament opened, all 
sorts of government bills had 
been considered, continued Mr, 
King, “This house was called to 
consider, above all else, those 
maticrs of social and industria!

A matter of vital national importance at the moment i 

St. Lawrence Waterway; Pact, due fer early Hiomtarten, to ene 
United States Senate. Should the Senate approve the project 
which adds 7,000 miles to the great seaway littoral of Canada and 
U.S.A, the treaty then goes to the Ottawa parliament for ratifi- ' 
cation, Thomas Wayling, special correspondent for The Bulletin, 
has written an enlightening summary upon the existing situation. 
This was published in the current issue of Liberty Magazine, and 
by the courtesy of Liberty, is reproduced herewith.—Editor. 


The President of the United States will shortly request 

the Senate to ratify the St. Lawrence Treaty with Canada. 
Tf, as, and when the Senate accedes to the request, the 

Prime Minister of Canada will present the treaty to Parlia- 
ment for its ratification. ’ 

Briefly, the treaty provides for the rgmoval of the last 
great barrier between the Great Lakes and the sea, adding 
seven thousand miles to the seaway littoral of Canada and 
the United States. 


Vast Horsepower 


Engineers will dam the St. Lawrence at Barnhart. and 
Crysler islands, drowning the rapids which bar the ships. 

Behind the dams will pile up in leash millions of potential 
electrical horsepower, providing, according to President 
Roosevelt, “a source of incomparably cheap power located 
in proximity to a great industrial and rural market within 
transmission distance of millions of domestic consumers.” 

A year ago the President sent the treaty to the Senate. 

“Broad national reasons lead me without hesitation to 
advocate the treaty,” he said. 


One of Four Plans 


Those broad national reasons included his plan to provide 
in the United States four great government-controlled power 
areas, each to serve as a yardstick for power rates and dis- 
tribution: for the Southeast the Tennessee Valley projects; 
for the Southwest the Boulder Dam on the Colorado River; 
for the Northwest the projects on the Columbia River; and 
for the Northeast the St. Lawrence. . 

The Senate considered the President’s broad nationa 


reasons, advanced some of its 
and threw out the treaty. 


CANADA'S REGRET 

In Canada a year ago the Prime 
Minister informed Parliament 
“with regret” of the action of the 
United States Senate. “I have sup- 
ported the St. Lawrence seaway as 
my predecessors, the Right Honor- 
able Sir Wilfred Laurier and the 
Right Honorable W. L. Mackenzie 
King supported it, because I believe 
that it would be a forward and con- 
structive step and one from which 
all classes of the community would 
porfit. . . . I have looked upon it 
as the manifestation of the will and 
capacity to two sane and peace- 
loving countries to join fairly and 
freely in an enterprise of profit to 
them both an example of 
mutual trust and confidence.” 

The Premier and the President 
said: “Dam the St. Lawrence, give 
seaway to the ships and work to 
the people.” 

SENATE DAMNED IT

GOOD, BUT SECONDARY 


Invited’ to postpone minor matters, get to 
business, and bring down his reform program, 
Premier Bennett announced an unemployment 
insurance bill, the only one of his predicted 
measures that was ready for presentation to 
parliament. 

The scheme proposed is contributory. The 
Government, the employer and the employee 
will each contribute to a fund out of which the 
insured employee may draw. allowances in 
future years when he is out of work. 

Obviously the million Canadians who are 
now on relie/ have no incomes and can contri- 
but nothing to the fund. The scheme for in- 
surance against future unen.ployment means 
nothing to them, and therefore nothing itn the 
way of solution of the problem of first, imme- 
diate and urgent public importance. ‘ 

What the unemployed man needs is a job, 
that will bring him enough wages to support 
his family and leave something over to provide 
against the future. Until he gets that, no con- 
tributory insurance scheme can mean anything 
to him now or hereafter. It does not take him 
off the relief list, and lack of money to contri- 
bute leaves him only a spectator on the side line 
so far as concerns insurance against unémploy- 
ment five or ten years from now. 

However good and necessary, unemployment 
insurance is a matter relating to the more or 
less remote future, and therefore of secondary 
importance, unless the idea is that wage-earn- 
ers who now have employment may be out of 
work and need allowances a year or so hence. 

The first and essential problem of parlia- 
ment is to get men who are now idle back at 
work, and in receipt of incomes with which to 
take care of their familits—and able to pay 
premiums on insurance against like calamities 
in years to come.

Would You say that the 
description “criminal lawyer” 
accurately describes Attorney 
Louis P. Piquett, acquitted 
in Chicago last week from a charge of har- 
boring the late John Dillinger while that noted 
gunman was making his spectacular flight from 
the cops. It was Mr. Piquett I think who 
arranged with a plastic surgeon to have Mr. 
Dillinger's face lifted. His plea was profes- 
sional privilege—he was guarding the secrets of 
his client. And the jury accepted the plea. 

Lawyers have many privileges. An ordinary 
citizen who suddenly learns the whereabouts 
of a desperate criminal has a duty laid upon 
him to at once inform the authorities. But if 
you're a lawyer, advising the thug for a fee, 
you may keep your mouth shut without violat- 
ing the law.

Arising out of Ralph Borsodi’s experiments 
in self-subsistence farming—told of in these 
columns a year ago, and to be found in his 
book, “Flight from the City”—the U.S. govern- 
ment is considering spending a billion dollars 
in installing a million families on ten-acre 
plots, within trolley car reach of the cities. The 
plan has already been tried out in communities 
within reach of Dayton, Ohio. 

Each family will be installed in a comfort- 
able cottage, have the use of a horse and a cow 
and be furnished with sufficient seed for a 
year’s planting. With the aid of a couple of 
days work each week in the nearby town or 
city, it is figured that the million families— 
which means about 4,000,000 people—would 
become self-supporting. 

If it cost the whole billion dollars to take 
4,000,000 off relief and make them independent, 
it would be worth it. But the way it is figured 
out, most of the money would be repaid in the 
form of modest rents and rates within a 20- 
year period 

Unemployment relief problems are puzzlers. 
when you work out one problem you find 
you've created another. Though the million 
families are not intended to produce any more 
food than they can themselves consume, their 
production for self-subsistence will deprive the 
farmer of that portion of his market. Labor 
leaders fear lest a million part-time workers 
whose food and shelter requirements are sup- 
plied might be a factor in lowering wage rates. 
They could point for example to the province 
of Quebec. 

These objections are but incidents in the 
reorganization of the economic life of today. 
They can be coped with when they arise—if 
they ever do arise. The important thing in 
Canada and United States is to take people 
away the degrading and pinch-beck 
standerds of existence on the dole. The prob- 
lem of ensuring the farmer an adequate return 
from his reduced yield can be settled without 
endure semi- 
starvation. Men whose aliment and shelter are 
assured are not so likely to reduce wage-scales 
as men whose dependents are facing starvation, 
and whose morale is shattered. A nation that 
can enforce NRA codes on great industries 
could enforce NRA codes on self-subsistence 
citizens. 

The propose] to make a million relief fam- 
ilies secure from want on their own little home- 
steads looks like a step in the right direction. 
The State was made for the citizen, not the 
citizen for the State.

Think how much easier it is to do 
something which you greatly desire to do than 
something which you must force yourself to do.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1895, forty years 
ago, the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council gave one of the 
most important rulings in any 
Canadian case submitted to it, 
when it declared that the Domin- 
ion Parliament had the power to 
pass remedial legislation for the 
benefit of the Roman Catholic 
and French minorities in Man- 
itoba. 

This Manitoba school case is a 
remarkable illustration of how 
“judges differ.” Almost upon his 
accession to the premiership Sir 
John Thompson had to consider 
what should be done about Man- 
itoba. He coul. have recommena- 
ed disallowance of the Manitoba 
acts, but that would have revers- 
ed the attitude of Parliament a 
few years before in that matter of 
the Jesuits estates bill of Quebec; 
he might have advised remedial 
legislation. Instead he decided to 
refer the constitutionality of the 
Manitoba acts to the courts. There 
followed a series of judicia] con- 
traditions. The court of Queen's 
Bench of Manitoba, with one 
judge (a French Canadian Roman 
Catholic dissenting) found the 
school act valid. The Supreme 
Court of Canada unanimously 
held the act to be wltra vires of 
the provincial legislature but the 
judicial committee reversed the 
decision of the Supreme Court

and pronounced the act intra 
vires. 

That put the need for remedial! 
legislation right up to the govern- 
ment but desiring to postpone the 
day of decision as long tis possible | 
the courts were asked to decide 
whether the parliament could 
pass remedial legislation, Every 
one of the five judges of the 
Supreme Court wrote a separate 
judgement. Three of them, for | 
different reasons, pronounced 
remedial legislation to be uncon- 
stitutional and two held that it 
could be passed. Then, months 
later, the Judicial Committee de- 
cided that the Dominion parlia- 
ment had the right, if it wished, 
to pass remedial legislation. 

By this time Sir John Thomp-. 
son was dead and Mackenzie 
Bowell was prime minister. He 
delayed the introduction of the 
bill as long as he could. The 
remedial bill was introduced on 
February 11, 1898, to compel 
Manitoba to restore the separate 
schools. On the motion for the 
second reading on March 3, Mr. | 
Laurier moved the six months’ | 
hoist which was rejected but al- 
though the government kept the 
House of Commons in session for 
a full week at a stretch the bill 
was blocked and on April 15, 
with the end of parliament in 
sight, it was reported from com- 
mittee and thus killed.

As a matter of fact, if a warm 
spell continues for any length of 
time, watch the let out from every 
mine. It’s a question of supply 
and demand. 

Are the mine operators pre- 
pared to make an agreement with 


the relief department that the 
minimum for every man taken 
shall be $60 per month? That's an- 
other bubble burst! 

The social vices brought about 
by unemployment are bad. But 
the misery and suffering are more 
vicious when men or women are 
compelled to work for wages, 
comparable to a “fodder basis.” 

On the other hand in the !n- 
dustry that produces “gas” for its 
customers, the employees enjoy 
a fair measure of comfort and 
wages and conditions. We are 
progressing in a desired direction 
when an industry produces a 
commodity at a reasonable price 
and at the same time pays rea- 
sonable wages. 

In the clash of competing in- 
terests for survival in a limited 
market, our concern should be 
about the circumstances and con- 
ditions of fellow citizens in that 
clash. Our conception of these 
factors “make or mar” the human 
endeavor in life's progress. Some 


of us are conversant with this 
exploitation, especially with 
Europeans, 


But when an attempt is made 
to uge the ex-service men as & 
“cat's paw” between civic costs 
and the bolstering of sweat shops, 
then we protest. 

A manifestation of that protest 
can be voiced in a very short time 
by every returned veteran in Ed- 
monton,

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Talking For The Banks 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


A significant paragraph in the Royal Bank letter for Decem- 
ber, 1934, gives the key to the Prime Minister's sudden swing into 
reforms, and reads: 


“As a result of liquidation of loans, Canadian banks as a whole 
had achieved an entirely comfortable basis so far as cash reserves 
were concerned, in the early part of 1934, but pressure of redun- 
dant reserves only became a feature of the situation after July 
1 when the effects of the change in the Dominion Notes Act, as 


passed at the last session of parliament, began to be effective. It 
is only now that the type of monetary pressure which occurred in 


Great Britain early in 1932 and in the United States in the middle 
of 1933, has become an outstanding factor in the Canadian situa- 
tion. Clearly, the improvement in the gilt-edged market tends to 
reduce surplus cash reserves of the banks, but a further improve- 
ment sufficient to exhaust present surplus reserves is manifestly 
impossible; a marked rise in the gilt-edged market cannot be an 
isolated phenomenon. The same causes must tend to improve the 
value of all classes of securities and to continue to stimulate gen- 
eral business.” 


This paragraph when read slowly and carefully discloses that 
the banking policy of Canada has been to maintain cash reserves 
by calling in loans from the active business classes—thereby con- 
tracting the volume of trade in merchandising, and preventing 
any works of construction which would absorb labor. The cash 
reserves could have been maintained, and money facilities given 
to business, by lessening the tie-up of banking money in bonds. 


The secondary banking policy of Canada has been to bring 
about the diversion of investors’ money into bonds instead of 
into commerce. The disastrous failure of this policy is admitted 
when it is said: “the improvement in the gilt-edged market (i.e. 
high-grade bonds) tends to reduce surplus cash reserves of the 
banks, but a further improvement sufficient to exhaust present 
surplus reserves is inanifestly impossible.” « 


Definite certainty of this fact started the Prime Minister on 
the reform road. It had become necessary to reform the banking 
policies so as to restore the values of real estate, including homes 


and farms. This meant, in the final analysis, getting the fixed 
assets of the country into a position of having a loan value and a 
selling value on a basis profitable to the owner of the fixed asset; 
and also meant getting money out of bonds and into active, con- 
structive use. 


A digression as to conditions in Great Britain will make these 
truths clearer. Leaving out of consideration the slum clearances 
and working class homes built as public necessities, a table shew- 
ing the method of financing of some two million, five hundred 
thousand homes built in Great Britain during the last four years 
showed that over two million of these homes had been financed 
by building societies and by private investors—leaving only five 
hundred thousand financed as public necessities. This means that 
the loan and sale value of real estate and homes in Great Britain 
has been carefully preserved as part of the national financial 
structure. In Canada this loan and sale value of real estate and 
homes has been deliberately thrown away by the policy of divert- 
ing money from all possible sources into bonds. 


. There is then no possibility of re-establishing a sound financial 
national condition without re-establishing the loan and sale 
values of real estate, and homes, and farms. This can only be 
done by the major operation of lifting the enormous debt load 
of federal, provincial and municipal bonds which constitute an 
aggregate first mortgage on all the land and fixed assets in Can- 
ada. In turn, this can only be done by paying off all these bonds 
with Canadian legal tender, secured for retirement by a sinking 
fund payable out of a specified revenue in respect of each specific 
issue of legal tender. This legal tender will be available for all 
uses in Canada and will have to earn revenue in large part by 
buying Canadian fixed assets. This is the only cure whether we 
like it or not. 


In a last frantic effort to prevent the public getting knowledge 
of and acting on basic facts, the Prime Minister is preaching a 
millenium of greatly extended social services, to be created and 
financed by law. The money can only come out of the taxpayers 
who cannot pay the present load. The Prime Minister does not 
say what he is going to use for money; the impression he is trying 
to create being that he will do it all out of the goodness of his 
heart without costing anybody anything except certain penalties 
imposed upon undescribed and unnamed social parasites. 


The Prime Minister's utterances are wholly non-constructive 
and in reality involve further national sacrifice to keep in effect 
for another term of office the financial policies under which “a 
further improvement: sufficient to exhaust present surplus re- 
serves is manifestly impossible.” 


Unless the money of the country is diverted into improve- 
ment of the fixed assets of the country so as to restore values of 
real estate and homes and farms, and create a paying demand for 
the services of producers and workers any real recovery is also 
“manifestly impossible.”

A rider continued: “We 
are of the opinion that the condi- 
tion (such as to bring on a stroke) 
existed before the fall but the 
hemorrhage was brought on as a 
result of the drop.”

By applying die- 
tetic knowledge recently discov- 
ered, one inch could be added to 
the stature of practically every in- 
habitant in the British Isles. 
INNOVATIONS QUESTIONED 

“The reasons why such knowl- 
edge as that instanced above is not 
being applied are threefold,’ the 
visitor said. “Because they 
new ideas they are not welcomed;

because in the present state of af- 


fairs it is nobody's business to see | 


that such knowledge is applied.” 
Most of the research that is be- 
ing carried on today is dependent 
on private enterprise, said the Bri- 
tisher.

The move, 
described as a temporary one, was 
attributed by the Financial Times 
to “the threat of partial default.” 

Dealers in bonds of this class met 
yesterday and decided for the pre- 
sent to withhold quotations. The 
step was said in financial circles to 
affect City of Vancouver bonds, 
Vancouver and District Joint Sew- 
age and Drainage Board, Point Grey 
and South Vancouver issues. 
CITIES UNCHANGED 


The de-listing action was refleci- 
ed in the movement of some Can- 
adian corporation stocks, which 
were adversely affected, but sec- 
urities of the larger cities closed 
with no change. 

The Times, in its City Notes col- 
umn today says that, should Van- 
couver’s city council, despite inad- 
equate representation of bondhold- 
ers at a meeting on Feb, 11, decide 
to reduce the rates of interest on 
Vancouver loans, the effect on Can- 
adian credit generally would be 
serious. 

(Mayor G. G. McGeer of Van- 
couver announced he was calling a 
meeting of bondholders for Feb, 11 
to consider cutting in half existing 
interest rates on municipal bonds.)

How- 
ever, it is equally if not more im- 
portant that the provincial govern- 
ment should take the initiative in 
health and educational matters to 
nsure that girls and boys growing 
up in our province should be phys- 


ically fit and educationally equyip- | 


ped in order that they may be bet- 
ter able to cope with the problem 
of earning a living in a world so 
fraught with economic changes. 

“The problems of health and 
education have many angles that 
are worthy of serious considera- 
tion. It is therefore difficult to 
isolate those which require most 
immediate attention but some 
matters can be discussed with 
profit which are illustrative of 
what can and should be done in 
this field of government respons- 
ibility.
